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Council hopes idea will save sites from closure 

VOLUNTEER PLAN 
TO RUN LIBRARIES

LIBRARIES in Sandwell will be 
run by more volunteers as part 
of cost-cutting plans aimed at 
saving sites from closure. 

Some libraries may also move to 
share buildings with other services in 
a bid to save cash. 

Sandwell Council has already ruled out 
closing the sites at Hill Top, West Bromwich; 
Oakham, Tividale; and Langley, Brandhall 
and Rounds Green, all at Oldbury, following a 
public consultation. Bosses are now continuing 
with a review of staffing levels and looking at 
other ways to save money. 

Plans will be drawn up by the council and 
then a second consultation is due to take place 
with staff, community groups and library users. 

The council says it needs to save £700,000 
from the library budget over the next two years. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “In Feb¬ 
ruary cabinet agreed a model which seeks to 
increase income while meeting budget cuts but 
avoid any closures. We are looking at sharing 
spaces with partners, encouraging volunteers 
and possibly selling things like school text 
books from libraries so we can maintain these 
valuable assets.” 

Options 

Consultation with staff, library users and 
community groups took place earlier this year . 

Options looked at included converting them 
into smaller ‘express’ libraries and moving 
them to different sites with staff provided by 
other organisations. 

It also considered moving them to alternative 
premises, keeping them open on the same sites 
but either run by more volunteers or with shar¬ 
ing the buildings with other services. The final 
option was to keep them the same. 

During the consultation, library managers 
met with more than 150 people at five public 
meetings as well as 75 members of friends’ 
groups to get views on the proposals. 

Sixty two written responses were received to 
the consultation including some from residents 
and councillors. 

In March it was revealed that an extra £16 
million of cuts will need to be made by the coun¬ 
cil within the next three years. 

A ‘Facing the Future’ programme was 
launched last year to find £22m of savings and 
this will now be extended to achieve cuts of 
£38m by 2018. 

Officials had already been forced to make 
around £41m of savings between 2015 and 2017 
after grants to the council from central Govern¬ 
ment were reduced. 

Council chiefs have reiterated the priority is 
to protect front line services. 


VETERANS’ PROUD TRIBUTE ON VE DAY ANNIVERSARY

MILITARY veterans proudly wearing their 
service medals gathered at Oldbury’s war 
memorial to remember those who gave their 
lives to ensure the Nazis were defeated 70 
years ago. 

The public joined them to sing hymns and 
listen to sermons during the solemn occasion 
to mark VE Day on Sunday morning. Stand¬ 
ard bearers surrounding the memorial held 
flags aloft during the 45-minute ceremony. 

The commemoration followed the order of 
service from the Thanksgiving for Victory 
Service at Westminster Abbey at the end of 


the war in 1945. Jim Thomas was eight-years- 
old when the Second World War came to an 
end. He remembers his family holding street 
parties to celebrate the end of the conflict. 

Mr Thomas, now 78, from Dudley, said: “It 
has revived memories for me. I remember the 
street parties we used to have. 

“I didn’t fully understand it until I realised 
that some people who lived in the street never 
came back.” 

Bob Clarke’s father fought in the war and 
was one of the many soldiers who was in 
Dunkirk as part of the D-Day landings. 


The 68-year-old, from Langley, who spent 
22 years with the Royal Signals Regiment, 
said it was important to remember those who 
made the ultimate sacrifice for their country. 

Mr Thomas, who served with the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery 5th Field Regiment, said: “Memories 
have to be kept alive. People have given their 
lives and it’s important that we remember 
them.” 

Another veteran, Gerald Griffiths from 
Cradley Heath, said: “It reminds ourselves of 
what they did in the past and what they had 
to go through.”

50. 

Chief Inspector Jane Parry said the 
latest operation was targeting the stolen 
goods market. 

She said: “If you’re involved in crime at 
any level across the borough then you can 
expect a knock on your door.” 
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Time delay on return of landmark clock 



The Bearwood Clock 


PLANS to return a landmark clock to 
its original home in the Black Country 
have been delayed. 

The Bearwood clock should have left 
its Birmingham city centre location on 
April 29 to go to Derby for repairs before 
returning to the heart of Bearwood for 
the first time since 1971. 

However, Sandwell Council’s deputy 
leader Steve Eling said the clock had not 
left as planned and he was going to write 
to the city council to ask for an expla¬ 
nation. 

He added the council needed to know 
when the clock would be returning so 


preparations could be made, including 
ensuring there was an electricity supply. 

Councillor Eling said: “We have been 
asking when is it coming? what is hap¬ 
pening with it? so we can prepare for its 
arrival, but this has thrown everything 
into doubt.” 

The clock had stood outside the Kings 
Head pub in Bearwood since 1900. But 
it was moved in 1971 to make way for 
road widening and for the last few dec¬ 
ades has stood in a shopping mall in Bir¬ 
mingham city centre. 

Birmingham City Council would not 
reveal the reason for the delay - but said 


the clock would return to Bearwood as 
planned in the summer. City council 
spokesman Kris Kowalewski said: “It 
was intended to remove the clock for re¬ 
furbishment work from the city centre 
in Birmingham by the end of April but 
this was not possible for unforeseen cir¬ 
cumstances. It has always been the plan 
to then relocate the clock to Sandwell in 
the summer of this year - and that re¬ 
mains the case.” 

A £2 million scheme to improve the 
safety and appearance of Bearwood 
Road and Cape Hill, funded by Sandwell 
Council, is already under way. 



Discount store opening 
creates around 40 jobs 


AROUND 40 jobs will be creat¬ 
ed when discount shop B&M 
Stores takes over a vacant unit 
at Wednesbury’s Gallagher Re¬ 
tail Park. 

The new branch will open at the for¬ 
mer Decathlon premises on May 23. 

Work is now under way to refurbish and 
fit out the premises. 

The new store is the latest boost for 
the popular retail park and follows the 
announcement of plans to give the site a 
£5million revamp to attract more shoppers 
to the busy complex. 

Adam Porter, store manager at B&M 
Wednesbury said: “B&M is committed to 
recruiting from the local area and I am de¬ 
lighted we’ve found a great team from in 
and around Wednesbury. 

“We’re really proud to be creating 40 jobs 
across the town this year and playing our 
part in the local community. 

“We are excited to get the doors open on 
May 23 and look forward to providing great 
value products and world class service to 
customers.” 

Construction 

From only 21 stores and one distribu¬ 
tion centre in 2004, B&M has now grown 
to four distribution centres as well as more 
than 400 stores across the whole of the 
United Kingdom. 

The plans to revamp Gallagher Retail 
Park includes the creation of three new 
restaurants, leading to around 150 jobs. 

It is hoped construction work on the 
new restaurants could begin in around 
six months time, if planning permission is 
approved, with the businesses set to open 
before the end of 2016. 

The plans also include changes to the car 
parks at the retail park, close to Junction 9 
of the M6, to make it easier for shoppers to 
get around and ease congestion. 

The new restaurants will be built at the 
centre of the site, off Axletree Way, on land 
which is currently used for parking. They 
will join existing food chains including 
Pizza Hut, Burger King and Starbucks. 

It is the latest jobs boost announced for 
Wednesbury following Lidl’s announce¬ 
ment of 500 roles at its new distribution 
centre. 

Work is due to begin on the 450,000 sq ft 
base later this year.

Mr Lemm, aged 35, who took 
over the pub about 18 months ago, 
said: “Historically Willenhall and 
Darlaston don’t really get on for 
stupid petty reasons, but we have 
been here a while and we are like 
family now.”

Mr Lemm will fight his best 
friend David Parsons, from Willen¬ 
hall, and so far has about a dozen 
other people signed up to get into 
the ring.

Ballot over 
strike action 
in dispute 
on pensions 

THOUSANDS of steel workers - includ¬ 
ing hundreds across the Black Country 
- have started voting on whether to take 
industrial action in a row over pensions. 

Members of Community, Ucatt and 
the GMB unions at Tata Steel will vote 
in the coming weeks on whether to 
launch a campaign of action in protest at 
plans to close the British Steel Pension 
Scheme to future accrual. 

The unions are urging their members 
to vote in favour of strike action and for 
other forms of industrial action. 

As well as major steelmaking opera¬ 
tions in South Wales and on Teesside, 
the firm’s major distribution centre is at 
the Steelpark in Wednesfield, where it 
employs around 600. It also has sites in 
Brierley Hill, Walsall and Wednesbury. 

Roy Rickhuss, general secretary of 
Community, said: “Unfortunately there 
is no sign of Tata showing any will¬ 
ingness to work in a collaborative and 
co-operative spirit and re-enter mean¬ 
ingful discussions with the trade unions 
about the future of the British Steel 
Pension Scheme. 

“To defend the hard-earned pensions 
of our members we have no choice but to 
ballot for industrial action.This is not a 
situation we wanted to find ourselves in. 

“The unions were prepared to discuss 
changes that resolved the challenges 
faced by the scheme but Tata rejected 
that constructive offer. ” 

A Tata Steel spokesman said: “We 
need to modify our final salary pension 
scheme because of the increasing defi¬ 
cit.” 

£3m arts site 
plans are sent in 

PLANS for a £3 million performing arts 
centre at Halesowen College will go be¬ 
fore councillors on May 18 

It is the latest stage of a revamp at the 
site, with £20m being invested. 

The centre will provide teaching 
rooms and rehearsal space for students 
on music, drama and dance courses. 

The new complex was due to be con¬ 
nected to other buildings at the Whit- 
tingham Road site by a glass walkway, 
which the college had hoped to use as an 
exhibition space and break area for stu¬ 
dents. But fire officers at Dudley Council 
said as the linkway would be the main 
escape route for the block in an emer¬ 
gency, it would need to be left clear, put¬ 
ting a stop to the college’s plans. 

Revised designs have now been sub¬ 
mitted.

ARMED police sealed off a visitor cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich after reports a 
worker threatened colleagues with a 
knife and held them hostage. 

Eleven police vehicles converged on 
Sandwell Valley Country Park after 
the alarm was raised just after 4pm 
last Friday. The drama was centred 
on the farm shop, which was open at 
the time, at the popular nature re¬ 
serve, off Salters Lane. 

Armed police surrounded the grade 
II-listed building during the hour- 
long siege. A 24-year-old from Moxley 
eventually emerged without the use of 
force and was arrested on suspicion of 
assault and false imprisonment. 

Inspector Akeel Najib, of Sandwell 
Police, said a 45-year-old West Brom¬ 
wich woman, who worked at the shop, 
was checked over by medics after 
being left badly shocked. 

Fallen tree leads 
to road delays 

A TREE fell onto a busy West Brom¬ 
wich road, causing major delays. 

The fallen tree blocked part of New¬ 
ton Road in West Bromwich, near its 
junction with Forge Lane on Monday. 
It was cleared in time for rush hour. 


Vandals target forces charity again

VANDALS have targeted a charity 
which helps families of Black Coun¬ 
try soldiers for the third time in just 
nine months. 

Staff and volunteers at Forces Sup¬ 
port branch, in West Bromwich, told 
of their disappointment at the latest 
attack. 

Tyres were slashed on the charity’s 
van used for collections and deliveries 
of stock leaving it off the road for a 
day until replacements were fitted. 

A small fire was also started at a 
bin outside the premises in Carters 
Green. Charity bosses say they have 


worked to increase security since pre¬ 
vious vandalism attacks last year and 
have CCTV at the site. 

But they are struggling to afford 
the £3,000 costs of installing security 
fencing around the site. 

Charity staff Michelle Haynes and 
Trevor Farrow surveyed the damage 
after it is believed the yobs attacked 
sometime between Sunday afternoon 
and Monday morning. 

CCTV images are now being viewed 
to try to find the culprits. 

“There are no words to describe the 
people who did this,” said Michelle. 


“Someone had stabbed the tyres 
with a knife. Why would they do this? 

“I couldn’t believe it. To have it 
happen again is really bad. It left the 
van off the road until we could get the 
tyres replaced.” 

A traffic cone was used to smash the 
windscreen of the charity’s delivery 
van during the attack last autumn. 

The attack came just weeks after a 
thief ripped a wing mirror from an¬ 
other of its vans costing the charity 
vital funds for repairs. 

Police are investigating the attack. 
Call 101. 


Carjacker leaves elderly 
victim lying in street 


A GRANDFATHER-of-three suffered 
horrific injuries after being mown 
down by a carjacker outside his 
own home. 

Reginald Stocking was left lying in the mid¬ 
dle of the street, with a broken eye socket, 
chipped skull and a bleed on the brain, after 
the brutal attack in West Bromwich. 

The 78-year-old was returning home when 
he was hit over the head by the thief, who had 
been lying in wait as he parked his car. 

Mr Stocking had tried in vain to stop the 
thief stealing his Peugeot 207 by grabbing hold 
of the door but was knocked over and forced 
against a wall before being dragging along the 
road as the car fled the scene. 

Mr Stocking was taken to Sandwell General 
Hospital where he re¬ 
mains in a poorly con¬ 
dition and is currently 
receiving oxygen. 

His son David said: 
“He can’t remember 
anything. He doesn’t 
know anything about 
the injuries he has 
got.” 

The 47-year-old scaf- 
folder said he did not 
know when he would 
be out of hospital or 
Mr Stocking’s injuries whether he would 
ever fully recover until 
further tests had been carried out. An initial 
scan had shown a small bleed on Mr Stocking’s 
brain. 

Mr Stocking worked as a security guard for 
20 years, collecting money from shops and 
banks. He also spent 30 years as an engineer 
with Brockhouse Transmissions in West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

The former Charlemont School pupil in West 
Bromwich was also a local football referee for 
many years and even took charge of games in¬ 
volving West Bromwich Albion in the late 60s. 

The attack took place on Sunday at around 
9.20pm when Mr Stocking returned from a 
night at the bingo at Mecca in Oldbury. He 
had just helped his wife Sylvia, aged 80, to the 
door and was parking in the garage off Chapel 
Street, behind his home in Old Meeting Street. 

The light blue Peugeot 207 - registration 
BK60 LXN - is still missing and also contained 
a bag full of £2 coins, which Mr Stocking had 
saved. Anyone with information is asked to call 
Sandwell Police investigation team on 101.

LABOUR may have suf¬ 
fered a bruising election 
night nationally, but the 
party made a clean sweep 
in Sandwell, retaining all 
three parliamentary seats 
with Tom Watson, John 
Spellar and Adrian Bailey 
all securing a comfortable 
re-election. 

Receiving almost 19,000 votes, 
Mr Watson held the traditionally 
labour strong West Bromwich East. 

The Conservatives’ Olivia Sec- 
combe was the best of the rest, 
beating Ukip by a little over 1,000 
votes. 

It was close between the Tories 
and Ukip across Sandwell as the 
two battled it out to be second best. 

A jubilant Mr Watson - who says 
he will consider standing for La¬ 
bour’s deputy leader after Harriet 
Harman announced she would step 
down from the role - promised to 
put the constituents of West Brom¬ 
wich East first. 

Outcome 

He said: “I pledge first and fore¬ 
most for the constituents of West 
Bromwich East and will fight for 
them in Westminster. 

“I am delighted that people have 
stuck by me on this unusual elec¬ 
tion night when you could never 
predict what the outcome would 
be.” 

Mr Watson holds a majority of 
more than 9,500 over the Tories 
who received 9,347 votes. 

There was a big thumbs-up from 
John Spellar as he once again 
elected MP for Warley. 

The 67-year-old held onto the 
safe Labour seat with a massive 
majority of almost 15,000. 

Mr Spellar, who received a total 
of 22,012, thanked the voters who 
had chosen to stick by him and said 
he looked forward to serving them 
in the coming years. 

The Conservatives came second 


with 7,310 votes, narrowly beating 
Ukip, who scored 6,237. 

The Liberal Democrat vote col¬ 
lapsed, with the party receiving just 
805 votes in Warley, fewer than the 
Greens, who got 1,465. 

After his victory was announced 
Mr Spellar, who has served the 
Warley ward since its formation 
in 1997, said: “I am very pleased 
to have substantially increased my 
majority. 

“It reflects the warmth of feeling 
I have experienced on the streets. 

“I never take it for granted and I 
think that’s the point, you have to 


campaign for votes and provide a 
service to the community.” 

There were loud cheers from La¬ 
bour supporters as Adrian Bailey 
held onto his seat in West Brom¬ 
wich West, polling 16,578 votes. 

Mr Bailey, who held the seat with 
a majority of almost 8,000, said: “I 
am absolutely delighted. 

“I am grateful for the public’s 
support. They have been very loyal 
over the years and now hopefully I 
can repay that,” he said. 

There was disappointment for 
Conservative candidate Paul Rat- 
ner whose 8,365 votes put him third 


behind Ukip candidate Graham 
Eardley who scored 8,836. 

He was jeered for calling for a 
change to the current voting sys¬ 
tem. But he reflected on a positive 
night for the party - and insisted 
there was more to come. 

He said: “Second place is an ex¬ 
cellent result considering where we 
were 10 years ago. 

“I’m grateful to everyone who 
turned out and voted and it’s some¬ 
thing for us to build on. This is a 
firm foundation. I believe there will 
be no safe Labour or Conservative 
seats in 2020.”

ALMOST every MP who 
won their seat five years ago 
increased their majority as 
voters in the Black Country, 
Staffordshire and Wyre For¬ 
est rallied behind Labour 
and the Tories. 

The only casualty in 19 
seats was Conservative 
Paul Uppal, whose 691-vote 
majority in Wolverhampton 
South West was overturned 


by Labour rival Rob Marris. 

Most other MPs won 
more votes last Thursday 
than they had in 2010. 

Exceptions to this rule 
including Aldridge Brown- 
hills, where new MP Wendy 
Morton still won comfort¬ 
ably but with a smaller 
majority than retiring Sir 
Richard Shepherd. 

Dudley North, previously

PREGNANT women in Sandwell 
are being encouraged to protect 
themselves and their unborn babies 
against the risk of pertussis - most 
commonly known as whooping cough. 

Whooping cough is a highly conta¬ 
gious bacterial infection of the lungs 
and airways. 

The condition usually begins with 
a persistent dry and irritating cough 
that progresses to intense bouts of 
coughing. 

The gasping for breath after one of 
these coughing bouts causes a distinc¬ 
tive ‘whooping’ noise. 

Whooping cough affects all ages, 
but newborns and infants under three 
months of age are at highest risk of 
severe complications and death. 

In the UK, all pregnant women are 
offered vaccination against whooping 
cough when they are 28-38 weeks 
pregnant. 

Getting vaccinated while pregnant 
could help to protect your baby from 
developing whooping cough in the 
first few weeks of life as the mother 
passes immunity on to her unborn 
child, protecting the new baby until 
they receive their first whooping 
cough vaccination at two months old. 

Jyoti Atri, director of public health 
at Sandwell Council, said: “If you are 
pregnant, getting vaccinated is the 
best way you can protect your baby 
against whooping cough.”

Jobs on the horizon in 
lorry sales firm move 


AROUND a dozen jobs will be cre¬ 
ated after plans to transform a dis¬ 
used car park in Moxley as a site for 
commercial vehicle sales were giv¬ 
en the nod. 

Tipton-based C&W Commercials, which sells 
lorries and specialist vehicles such as ready- 
mixed concrete lorries, plans to use the land 
at the corner of Bull Lane and Western Way as 
its new base. 

The site was used as a 120 space staff car 
park for the former Wessons Foundry on the 
opposite side of Bull Lane which has been de¬ 
molished. 

A small sales office will also be based there 
under the new plans. 

A total of 11 jobs are expected to be created, 
including six full-time roles and five part-time 
jobs mainly for delivery drivers. 

The plans have been given the go-ahead by 
Walsall Council. The foundry closed in 2009 
and the land has been unused for several years. 

It then became a hot spot for fly-tipping and 
metal theft 

The firm said years of neglect had left the 
area in a poor and overgrown condition - but 
said the land had potential to benefit the future 
of the business. 

Parked 

The company plans to do the majority of 
sales over the internet or telephone and it is 
thought there would be no more than five visi¬ 
tors per working day. 

Vehicles would be parked ready to demon¬ 
strate or test drive and there would be no vehi¬ 
cle repairs or dismantling carried out. 

Rubbish and debris would be removed from 
the site and security lighting columns would be 
reinstated after the existing ones were cut off 
by thieves. 

David MacMullen, from Halesowen-based 
MacMullen Associates Ltd, the planning agent, 
said: “Because most of the commercial vehicles 
will simply remain stored on site until sold, 
and employee numbers, around 11 in total, 
are much smaller than during Wesson’s own¬ 
ership, traffic generation will be significantly 
less than under the previous use.

wreaths at the cenotaph. 

What did these people say to one an¬ 
other? Just hours before, they had been 
fighting to the bitter end for their differing 
objectives, and using some pretty colour¬ 
ful imagery along the way. 

And there they were, all facing very 
different futures after the public had de¬ 
livered its verdict, and in two cases repre¬ 
senting their political parties for the very 
last time. 

I actually found it rather touching, and 
will confess to a little grudging respect to 
Messrs Miliband and Clegg for conduct¬ 
ing themselves with such dignity. 

It can’t have been easy appearing so 
publicly with their opponents after such 
an uncomfortable night. 

But serves as a reminder of how for¬ 
tunate we are to live in a country where 
political opponents will graciously put on 
a united front when it comes to honouring 
our dead. 

When it comes to having a pop at the 
political classes, I love to have a pop as 
much as the next man, but we are all very 
privileged that we have the freedom to do 
that. 

Seventy years ago, Britain celebrated 
a triumph of freedom and democracy 
over narrow authoritarianism, of free and 
robust debate over intimidation and sup¬ 
pression. 

Whatever your views on the outcome 
of the election, we should all be grateful 
that we had the opportunity to take part 
in it. 

And acknowledge the role of those 
brave soldiers who ensured it was pos¬ 
sible. 


So says Christian Farnell, chief exec¬ 
utive of Cash4Clothes which now has 
30 outlets across the UK, mainly in the 
Midlands, in the ever-growing textile re¬ 
cycling industry. 

Charity shops, eBay, textile banks - today 
there are more ways than ever to get rid of 
your unwanted clothes, and the newest trend, 
which sees people getting paid for their cast¬ 
offs, is now big business. 

In 12 months Cash4Clothes has paid out 
more than £3 million to the public for their 
unwanted garments. In Cannock alone in the 
last four years that figure is £5.5m. 

“It’s a very big business and it employs a 
lot of people in different countries,” says the 
31-year-old, of Willenhall, a former Great Wyr- 
ley High School and Cannock College student. 

Truckloads 

The company pays 50p a kilogram for tex¬ 
tiles, which generally works out at a fiver a 
bin bag, which it then sells on to customers 
in Eastern Europe. One trader in the Czech 
Republic has 12 shops, another has 11 stores 
in Poland and Slovenia. Around 16 truckloads, 
each with 18 tons of clothes aboard, leave their 
HQ in the Hollies Business Park, Cannock 
every month headed for the continent. 

At the end of the journey, the East Euro¬ 
pean merchants pick out the best clothes - 
the loads also include bags, shoes, belts and 
bedwear - to sell in their shops, then bale the 
remainder and sells it on to traders in Africa. 

So whatever option people choose, their old 


clothes, even those freely donated, will gener¬ 
ally end up in the hands of a specialist group 
or textile merchants. 

Cash4Clothes was started in 2010 by Dar¬ 
ren Coggins, born and raised in Stafford, who 
launched European Textile Recycling Limited 
23 years ago. 

The canny entrepreneur, now 49, started 
out in house clearance, working mainly with 
local councils. Always one step ahead, he 
moved into textile banks, operating 500 sites 
at the height of the business before selling to 
JMP Wilcox, one of the UK’s largest textile 
reclaimers. 

Christian Farnell, whose CV includes In- 
Shops in Cannock and working as operations 
manager for Tesco, looking after 300 stores 
in Poland and Hungary, describes his boss as 


‘very forward-thinking’. He said: “He flipped 
the textile banks idea on its head. Instead of 
paying the council for the use of their tip sites, 
he pays the public. If they want, they can track 
what happens to their clothes, where they go, 
who benefits. He was the first to do it - others 
have followed but he’s the biggest.” 

Research shows that in Kenya alone more 
than five million jobs and ancillary posts have 
been created in the second-hand clothing in¬ 
dustry, from people unloading the containers, 
tailors altering the clothes, stallholders selling 
at market and landlords leasing premises. 

The firm’s Midland interests include shops 
Dudley, Kidderminster, Rugeley, Lichfield, 
Stafford, Stone, Walsall, Wolverhampton, Wil¬ 
lenhall, and Aldridge. 

All sorts of clothes are accepted, as long as 


they are clean and undamaged. “I think things 
are changing,” says Christian. “People are re¬ 
cycling more and more. Everyone’s got clothes 
that are too big or too small that they want 
toget rid of and if they know they can get paid 
for it, they’re even more inclined to do it. 

“They can still choose to give the money 
we pay them to charity. I think the public are 
split. Either they want to the feel-good factor 
of giving to charity shops or they’re not that 
way inclined. 

“We set up in places where people are less 
well-off and might need the money. 

“Sometimes people come in because they ha¬ 
ven’t got enough cash to top up the electricity 
meter. We still do a lot of work with charity 
shops, they buy stock from us, we have a lot of 
trading arms. We just provide another option.”

Hotspots 

Sandwell has child abuse ‘hotspots’ 
which police and the local authority 
are monitoring in Smethwick, Rowley 
Regis and Tipton. Bosses are working 
with fast food outlets, taxi firms and 
hotels to identify any risks. 

Council chief executive Jan Brit¬ 
ton said: “We are working with other 
councils and agencies including the 
police to understand the scale of the 
problem to make sure we protect chil¬ 
dren and punish the perpetrators. 

“We now screen all vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and young people to identify 
whether they may be at risk of sexual 
exploitation. All council employees are 
undergoing training in how to identify 
child sexual exploitation and what to 
do if they suspect anything.”

POLITICIANS are often ac¬ 
cused of living in their own 
little bubble and no more so 
than when it came to VE Day. 

The 70th anniversary was over¬ 
shadowed by the outcome of the 
General Election. 

Had the date been down to a snap 
decision by the Prime Minister to call 
it then that might have been in some 
way forgiveable. But it was etched in 
stone like one of Ed Miliband’s pledges 
years ago by the passing of the Fixed 
Term Parliaments Act. 

Ever since the Coalition came to 
power in 2010 we have known that the 
date of the General Election would be 
May 7, 2015. 

Dominated 

But we have also known ever since 
May 8, 1945 the date on which we 
would mark seven decades since Nazi 
Germany’s surrender. The brave men 
and women who sacrificed everything 
so that we may live as a free nation 
deserved better than this. 

Of course the General Election was 
essential. Of course it was absolutely 
right that the coverage in the news be 
dominated by the question of who will 
form our government. 

But I find it difficult to accept that 
all those experts and politicians, all 
those people so well paid to ensure the 
British constitution is upheld, failed to 
tackle this and act accordingly to en¬ 
sure VE Day would be appropriately 
marked.

Because if the Fixed Term Parlia¬ 
ments Act is not repealed, then the 
next General Election will be held on 
the same day in 2020, the eve of the 
75th anniversary. 

Age has begun to take its inevitable 
toll on the soldiers and servicemen to 
whom we owe our way of life. Many 
may not be here for the 75th or 80th 
anniversaries. But this country made 
a promise that we would remember 
them. 

To think that we are so ungrateful 
as to begin to forget them while we 
still have the honour of having them 
among us does not bear thinking 
about. 

The Fixed Term Parliaments Act 
was meant to introduce a form of 
stability but it’s actually very messy. 
Had David Cameron been clinging to 


power as predicted, rather than the 
result we got he might have wanted a 
second election. And whether you like 
the Tories or not, it would have been 
hugely complicated to try to trigger it. 

One way would have been for a 
motion of no confidence to be passed. 
If, within 14 days of that, no-one 
could have got a motion of confidence 
passed in the existing or new govern¬ 
ment, then an election would have 
had to follow 17 working days later. 
The only other way permitted was if 
more than two thirds of the House of 
Commons voted to call an election. 

That would have meant 434 of all 
650 MPs, not just two thirds of those 
present at the time. And you can im¬ 
agine how MPs in marginal constit¬ 
uencies would have felt about facing 
another campaign if they only just 
about crossed the line.

Petrol and 
car thief 
jailed for 
18 months 


A SERIAL thief who stole cars and petrol 
from across the Black Country has been 
locked up. 

Jamie Brookes, 27, fitted stolen licence plates to 
vehicles before targeting garages throughout the re¬ 
gion in nine raids last year. 

The father-of-three pinched petrol and diesel worth 
£720 between July and September at stations in Oldbury 


and Great Bridge as well as 
Quinton, Great Barr and 
other places in Birmingham. 

Even when Brookes was 
arrested on suspicion of 
theft on September 22, 
the bold bilker went out 
the very next day to strike 
again. 

He was jailed for 18 
months at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Brookes was in a stolen 
Citroen worth £2,000 when 
he and an accomplice drove 
to NJC Motors in Smeth¬ 
wick to steal an Astra val¬ 
ued at more than £6,000. 

Insurance 

He claimed he was carry¬ 
ing out the thefts on some¬ 
one else’s instructions and 
was being paid each time he 
did it. 

Brookes, from Poplar 
Street, Bearwood, was also 
convicted for a further six 
counts relating to driving 
without insurance and a 
licence for which he was 
disqualified from driving for 
two years. 

He appeared at the sen¬ 
tencing hearing via vid¬ 
eo-link from HMP Hewell 
in Worcestershire. He was 
handed a nine-week prison 
term for separate petrol 
theft offences last year. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said 
it ‘beggars belief that mag-

istrates chose to sentence 
Brookes for those crimes 
instead of sending the mat¬ 
ter to crown court for all of 
the offences to be dealt with 
together. 

He added: “When you 
were arrested you went out 
the next day and committed 
the same offence. 

“That shows you are 
somebody who simply will 
not comply with any order 
given to you. 

“The sheer volume of 
your offending means there 
is no other option than an 
immediate custodial sen¬ 
tence.” 

Jasuir Mann, defending, 
said Brookes’s main incen¬ 
tive to steal was for his own 
financial gain adding he 
had left school without any 
qualifications and had found 
it hard to keep down steady 
employment. 

He added: “He is a man 
easily led by others and by 
the age of 27 he should have 
sufficient backbone to say 
to these people he no longer 
wants to associate with 
them. 

“The reality is he has 
given into pressures. He has 
also been a willing partici¬ 
pant but not a man that in¬ 
stigates things on his own.” 


Facebook help after 
Carcraft job losses 

TWO former directors of Carcraft, which went into admin¬ 
istration last month, have set up a Facebook page to help 
some of those made redundant find new work. 

About 60 at the Carcraft site in Darlaston Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, were among the more than 500 that lost their jobs at 
its 10 sites around the country. 

Andy Coulthurst, who was Carcraft sales director until 
2008, and Robin Bridge, who was chief executive until last 
year, are using their contacts in the industry to help the 
newly unemployed through www.facebook.com/carcraft- 
people - and KBL Employment Law has also set up a Car¬ 
craft Redundancy Support Page on Facebook. 

The pair have had about 80 CVs from former workers 
and 100 job advertisements from across the car dealership 
industry for a variety of roles. 

Carcraft had made a loss of more than £13 million over 
18 months.

61 goals - Billy Bassett 


Help us to spruce up Baggies stars' 
graves, call from ancestor and Mayor 


THEY were both among the first 
stars of football, and made doz¬ 
ens of appearances for their 
clubs, also representing their 
country, earning their well-de¬ 
served places in the football his¬ 
tory books. 

Billy Bassett and George ‘Spry’ Woodhall 
both made names for themselves playing 
for West Bromwich Albion before winning 
caps for England. Now a call has gone out 
to the club to ensure their final resting 
place in West Bromwich is worthy of their 
achievements on the pitch. 

And one local group has now taken mat¬ 
ters into their own hands as they plan a 
clean-up of the churchyard, in which the 
men were both laid to rest. 

Both former players are buried at All 
Saints Church in All Saints Way where 
work is under way to clear weeds and over¬ 
grown shrubs and spruce up the weath¬ 
er-worn graves. Lifelong Baggies fan Roy 


MEMORY LANE

Jones, who is leading the project with the 
Friends of Old Church Graveyard, believes 
the pair deserve the best - and is now trying 
to get the club involved in the project. 

Mr Bassett scored 61 times in 261 appear¬ 
ances for Albion between 1886 and 1899. 

The winger also had an impressive goals 
return for the Three Lions, netting eight 
times in 16 games. His goal record briefly 
made him one of football’s early celebrities 
towards the end of the 19th century. 

Bassett, who was also the first player in 
the club’s history to be sent off, then be¬ 
came chairman in 1908 at a time when the 
club was facing financial meltdown and 
helped Albion avoid bankruptcy. At the 
club’s annual general meeting in 1936, he 
was presented with a silver casket to mark 
his 50 years of association with Albion. 

His son Norman was also involved with 
the club as a director for 15 years between 


1937 and 1952. He remained chairman 
until his death in 1937 at the age of 68. 

Mr Woodhall, meanwhile, made 44 ap¬ 
pearances for the Baggies between 1883 
and 1892 and also went on to do what is 
now the unthinkable for a former West 
Brom player, and play a handful of games 
for Wolves. He was known for his ability to 
cross a ball with great accuracy and played 
well and combined well with other players, 
including Mr Bassett. 

He became the first Black Country-born 
player to score for his country in 1888 when 
England played Wales. His goal, England’s 
third of the match, was his country’s 100th 
international goal. 

During the same year, he also grabbed 
the winner in Albion’s 2-1 FA Cup final vic¬ 
tory over Preston. A member of the Friends 
group, Margaret Gill, is his great-great 
granddaughter, while Richie Woodhall, 
Britain’s Olympic gold medal-winning 
boxer is also a relation. 

Mr Jones, aged 71, said the group is hop¬ 
ing to get the club on board with their work 


to tidy up the churchyard. Ideas so far in¬ 
cluding carrying out collections for dona¬ 
tions outside the Hawthorns. 

He added: “We have informed West 
Bromwich Albion and they have asked us 
to give them a wish list to present to the 
board. Jeremy Peace wants to know what’s 
going on and what we want to do. 

“We have also put in an appeal to West 
Bromwich Albion Fanzone on Facebook. 

“If we can have buckets by the entrance 
on a matchday, even if people just put a quid 
in, if we get 10,000 fans to do it, it would 
buy us an eternity for that graveyard.” 

Mr Jones said that as a Baggies sup¬ 
porter, he felt that he should take on the re¬ 
sponsibility of restoring the graves to their 
former glories, as well of those of others in 
the churchyard. 

He said: “Every time I pass the grave I 
say ‘morning Billy’. It’s just a silly thing but 
he deserves it.”

Agnieszka, who moved to this coun¬ 
try from Poland with husband Mariusz, 
aged 29, and daughter Amelia, 11, eight 
years ago, said: “Everybody at work 
laughed when I went overdue and said 
the baby was waiting to arrive on the 
same day as the royal baby - and they 
were right.” 

As someone born outside of England, 
Agnieszka said the shared birth was 
extra special. She said: “In Poland we 
do not have a royal family and so they 
are a fascination for us. Buckingham 
Palace was one of the first sights we 
visited after moving to England and we 
always take out Polish friends to see it 
when they come to visit.” 

Mariusz, a driver and warehouse 
worker employed at the same Darlas- 
ton nuts and bolts factory as his office 
worker wife, said: “It is a great coinci¬ 
dence and wonderful for our daughter to 
share her birthday with such an impor¬ 
tant person for the rest of her life.”

Moving farewell to Burma Star 
veteran and war hero Walter

THE life of a Black Country 
war hero, who received the 
Burma Star medal for his 
service in one of the Second 
World War’s most crucial 
campaigns, was remem¬ 
bered at his funeral. 

Walter Carr, who died aged 96, 
was given a big send-off at Gor¬ 
nal Wood crematorium, with rep¬ 
resentatives of the Royal British 
Legion and 
the Burma 
Star Associa¬ 
tion for veter¬ 
ans attending 
the service. 

Mr Carr, who 
was raised in 
Church Lane in 
Tipton, served 
in the Royal Ma¬ 
rines between 1939 and 1945 when 
he was based in Burma as well as the 
Middle East. 

His son Stephen, 65, who lives in 
Coleford Close, Wordsley, described 
his father as a family man with a pas¬ 
sion for politics. He was also a huge 
fan of singer Shirley Bassey. 

He said: “He was always a man who 
looked after his family. He always put 
his family first. He was a good, loving 
father. He cared for my mum and he 
was a really good man.” 


His father was born to parents 
Emma and John Carr and he had a 
brother Ted and sister Emily. 

He attended a school in Tipton be¬ 
fore leaving to start work and joined 
the Royal Marines at the start of the 
Second World War, though he never 
served in Europe. 

The Burma Star medal received by 
Mr Carr for his service was a military 
campaign medal awarded to subjects 
of the British Commonwealth who 
served in the brutal Burma campaign 


between December 1941 and Septem¬ 
ber 1945. The medal was instituted in 
May 1945 to recognise those who had 
served in the long campaign, many of 
whom spent time in Japan’s notorious 
PoW camps. 

Ownership of the medal entitles 
the recipient to be a member of the 
Burma Star Association, a veterans’ 
organisation for whom the patron 
is Prince Philip, the Duke Of Edin¬ 
burgh. 

After leaving the military, Mr Carr 


worked at the Austin car plant in 
Longbridge before going on to work 
as a postal worker and at a window 
framing company before finishing his 
working life at the Brymill foundry in 
Tipton. Politics was always his main 
interest and he was a convenor for a 
steel workers’ union while working at 
the Brymill. 

However, he never took the step of 
becoming a councillor because his wife 
Dora was concerned that he would 
spend too much time away from the 


family. His son Stephen said he was 
reluctant to talk about his personal 
experiences during the war, though ‘it 
was always there’ in the background. 

He added: “He was a proud man, 
he loved his country. He had got a 
strong point of view on many things, 
but he was always prepared to lis¬ 
ten to others.” He is survived by his 
three children - Stephen and his two 
daughters, Judith Holden, 65 and 
Betty Jones, 71, both of whom live in 
Canada. He died on April 13.

ASIDE from the hum of cicadas, 
punctuated by the odd dog bark¬ 
ing and cockerel crowing, it’s 
completely silent. 

It’s the same on the empty roads, 
where all the signs are in a foreign 
language, with very few of the custom¬ 
ary English translations you so often 
expect to see in this part of the world. 

There are no sprawling resorts and strips 
of neon nightclubs, just picture-perfect 
towns occupied by a few tavernas, shops 
and hotels. It’s a far cry from the stereotyp¬ 
ical image of a Greek getaway. Lefkas might 
be the fourth largest Ionian Island, but it’s 
the unspoilt stuff of your dreams. 

Our accommodation is the perfect exam¬ 
ple of the trademark seclusion of Lefkas. 
From our private poolside terrace, we can 
sit with a glass of the local wine, enjoying

views of the capital, Lefkas Town, and 
across the water to the mainland. 

With the nearest neighbour a few hun¬ 
dred metres away, and the pool hidden from 
view, it’s the perfect place to relax. But it’s 
not just the peace and quiet that makes 
Lefkas different from other islands. 

Freedom 

Just 21 miles long and nine miles wide, 
Lefkas - which some people also refer to 
as Lefkada - was a peninsula of Arcanania 
until it was split by a 28m canal excavated 
by the Corinthians in 640BC. Now you come 
and go across a swing-bridge that joins the 
mainland to the island, enjoying the feeling 
and culture of being on a Greek island with 
the freedom to easily explore further afield. 
Not that there isn’t plenty to do on Lefkas. 


Divided by the towering Mount Stavra- 
tos, each corner of the island has its own 
character - from the sheltered east coast 
with family-friendly beaches, to the crash¬ 
ing waves and steep cliffs of the dramatic 
west coast, with luscious rolling country¬ 
side dotted with deserted windmills and 
watermills in between. 

It’s here, inland, where you can really 
soak up the unbelievably slow pace. 

Kavalos, the sleepy hamlet where our 
windmill lies, is the perfect example. From 
morning to evening, nothing seems to 
change, except the addition of a few Greek 
men outside what appears to be a bar. 

The island’s capital is far from a bustling 
metropolis. We accidentally arrive dur¬ 
ing siesta and wander around the narrow 
streets, thinking we’re in one of those films 
where the whole world has suddenly disap¬ 
peared. The low-key nature of the island 


brings its own low-key tourist attractions. 

Near to the windmill, we hunt for the 
Melissa Gorge, a small gorge opened up 
by the local authority and given a paved 
route running past ruined watermills and 
windmills. After three days of searching we 
finally find it, directed on a tiny road sign. 

On the other side of the island, just out¬ 
side the tourist resort of Nidri, a pictur¬ 
esque harbour filled with boats clamouring 
to take people on tours of the nearby tiny 
islands, are the Rachi waterfalls. Not on 
Niagara levels, more a slow trickle. 

Boating is the start of quite a lot of wa¬ 
ter-orientated action on Lefkas. The south¬ 
ern resort of Vassiliki is internationally 
recognised as one of the leading windsurf¬ 
ing resorts in EuropeAnd then there’s the 
beaches. A tour of the famous west coast 
takes in some of the most impressive sights 
such as Kathisma Beachand Porto Katsiki.

The stars are out to shine 
on a night of celebration 


L ife is rarely quiet in Walford, 
Weatherfield, Emmerdale, 
Hollyoaks, or the Doctors’ town of 
Letherbridge, but 2015 has been even 
more dramatic than usual. 

So after 12 months of crying their 
mascara all down their faces, 
emerging dazed from realistic-looking 
wreckage and praying they don’t forget 
their lines ahead of a big live episode, 
it’s time for the soap stars to put on 
their glad rags and celebrate at The 
British Soap Awards 2015. 

As Phillip Schofield, who is hosting 
the awards from the Palace Theatre in 
Manchester, says: “What a year it’s 
been in soap land - we’ve had some 
brilliant storylines and acting that’s 
absolutely kept the nation gripped. 

“It’s my 10th anniversary as host of 
The British Soap Awards this year so 
I’m really looking forward to an 
incredible night that’s sure to be one 
to remember.” 

Last year’s awards were largely 
dominated by Coronation Street and 
the heartbreaking demise of Hayley 
Cropper. Julie Hesmondhalgh and her 
on-screen husband David Neilson won 


Best Actress and Actor respectively 
(with an additional Dramatic 
Performance award for Neilson), as 
well as Best Storyline, Episode and 
On-Screen Partnership, although the 
coveted Best British Soap award was 
snatched by Hollyoaks. 

This year though, many seasoned- 
soapwatchers will probably be 
expecting Coronation Street to take a 
backseat to its arch-rival EastEnders. 

In February, the BBC’s flagship soap 
celebrated its 30th anniversary with a 
‘live week; culminating in the revelation 
that Lucy Beale had been murdered 
by her little brother. In fact, there was 
so much going on, some fans barely 
had the chance to register the news 
that Kathy Beale, believed to have died 
off-screen in 2006, was still alive. 

Luckily, the awards judges were 
taking note as her comeback has 
been nominated for Scene of the Year. 
There’s also a nod for the live episode, 
while Eliot Carrington, who plays pint- 
sized killer Bobby Beale, is up for Best 
Young Performance, and John 
Altman’s ‘Nasty’ Nick Cotton, who 
finally breathed his last that week, is 
up for Best Villain. 


However, like the soaps themselves, 
these awards are usually full of twists 
and surprises, and there could be 
some major upsets. 

It’s also been a spectacular year for 
Hollyoaks, which brought us a 
dramatic train crash. Emmerdale gave 
us the deaths of Katie Sugden and 
Donna Dingle, while Doctors saw the 
reunion of Rob and Karen. 

Whatever happens, it’s going to be 
an emotional evening, especially as 
many viewers will be expecting 
tributes to soap legend Ann Kirkbride, 
aka Deidre Barlow, who died in 
January. 

But it might also be a time to look 
ahead to what’s in store for the future, 
and speculate about forthcoming 
storylines. 

And given that we recently found out 
that Kat Moon once gave birth to 
twins without realising and kindly 
former vicar’s wife Laurel Dingle is 
now a raging alcoholic, it seems safe 
to say that no matter how many gongs 
they pick up, the nation’s serials won’t 
be taking it easy during the rest of 
2015.

Slicker new 
Vitara will 
challenge

It’s good to see the Vitara badge being reha¬ 
bilitated after the indignities it suffered at the 
hands of fashion in the early nineties. You’ll 
probably shudder as you recall those wide- 
wheelarched horrors, usually so merciless¬ 
ly colour-keyed in white that it looked as if 
they’d emerged from a peroxide bath. 

The windsurfing or rollerblading rhino on the spare wheel 
cover and the booming stereo from within were all rather ‘of 
their time’. The easy thing to have done after suffering these 
ministrations would have been to quietly drop the Vitara 
name and think up a new badge for their next generation 
of compact crossovers but Suzuki stuck with it, probably to 
their cost, in this country at least. As the market grew more 
sophisticated, Suzuki was left behind. 

The thing is, the Grand Vitaras it subsequently built were 
actually pretty good. Sure, they were short of a bit of polish, 
but they were tough, reliable and practical. Then came the 
Nissan Qashqai. It hogged that particular section of the mar¬ 
ket and the Grand Vitara was doomed. Suzuki’s back in the 
crossover segment with a smaller and slicker offering. The 
Vitara is back. 

The mechanicals aren’t anything too surprising, shared 
as they are with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. That means buy¬ 
ers get to choose between either a 1.6-litre petrol engine or 
a much preferable Fiat-sourced 118bhp 1.6 diesel, both be¬ 
ing offered in front or four-wheel drive guises. The petrol en¬ 
gine is fitted with a five-speed manual gearbox as standard 
with an optional CVT transmission also offered. Go diesel 
and you get a six-speed manual ‘box. The short overhangs 
will help with off-roading but the 185mm ground clearance 
isn’t generous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive transmission features 
an electronically controlled clutch pack, controlled by a 
four-position switch on the centre console. Choose ‘Auto’ 
and it’ll drive the front wheels unless slip is detected, where¬ 
upon the rear wheels are pressed into action. ‘Sport’ diverts 
up to 20 per cent of torque to the rear wheels to give livelier 
handling. ‘Snow’ offers permanent four-wheel drive with the 
system choosing how much torque to split front and rear, 
while ‘Lock’ splits torque equally between front and rear. 

Assured 

With tight proportions and a front end that has more than 
a hint of current Land Rover design, the Vitara is an assured 
piece of design. There’s also a blacked-out floating glass¬ 
house, heavily sculpted flanks and a very neat taillamp fin¬ 
ish. 

Suzuki cabins have long been the marque’s weak link 
but this Vitara shows the company pulling its socks up a 
bit. Okay, so the idea of body-coloured metal across the 
dash isn’t a new one (many of you will recall the Fiat Coupe 
mining that trend way back in ‘93) but Suzuki also offers 
chrome around the gearlever and door trims, plus an ana¬ 
logue clock. It’s by no means a large vehicle, breaking the 
tape at just over four metres long, but still features a features 
a 375-litre boot. 

Prices start at around £14,000 for the entry-level 1.6-litre 
petrol, but you’ll need a £20,000 budget for the petrol ALL¬ 
GRIP 4WD version. 1.6 DDiS diesel model pricing starts at 
around £17,000. All variants get seven airbags, 16-inch alloy 
wheels, a DAB Radio with USB and Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, cruise control with a speed limiter, auto air conditioning, 
front and rear electric windows and projector headlamps. 

The Vitara’s C02 emissions are low thanks to the use of 
high tensile steel and other weight saving measures in the 
body plus an Engine Auto Stop Start system which shuts 
down the engine when stationary. 

The C02 emissions for the petrol engine with two wheel 
drive/manual transmission are 123g/km and 127g/km for 
the petrol engine with two-wheel drive / six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Four-wheel drive is typically seen as detrimental to fuel 
economy and emissions performance. By contrast, Suzuki’s 
ALLGRIP system enables C02 emissions that are remarka¬ 
bly low for a four-wheel drive SUV, with figures of 130g/km 
with five-speed manual transmission and 131g/km with six- 
speed automatic transmission. 
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VW sets new 
benchmark 
with the GTE

Volkswagen’s Golf GTi is a legend: the bench¬ 
mark by which for years other hot hatchbacks 
have been measured. 

But what if you could have the GTi’s combination 
of performance and practicality while carving a big 
chunk out of your running costs? 

That’s just what some drivers will get this month as they 
take delivery of the first GTEs, It’s a hybrid, using a combi¬ 
nation of petrol and electric motors to produce very similar 
levels of power and performance but with very substantial 
savings on fuel and therefore C02 emissions. 

Those who will benefit most, of course, are company car 
drivers who will find their ‘benefit in kind’ tax reduced to the 
lowest rate of five per cent. That will be increasingly impor¬ 
tant as HMRC plans will be hitting all company car users 
hard soon. 

Under the bonnet is the well-proven 1.4 litre TFSI turbo¬ 
charged petrol engine working in combination with a 102PS 
electric motor. They can provide drive individually or togeth¬ 
er in which case you have a total of 204PS and hefty 350Nm 
of torque. That compares with 21 OPS for the GTi and 184PS 
for its diesel equivalent: no surprise, then, that the GTE does 
the benchmark 0 to 62mph dash in 7.6 seconds, compared 
to 7.3 and 7.5 respectively for its more conventional stable- 
mates. 

Its list price is also competitive at £33,035, or £28,035 af¬ 
ter the £5,000 government grant for plug-in hybrid cars, 

Where there is a difference is fuel consumption - the offi¬ 
cial figures are an average 36.7mpg for the GTi, 62.8mpg for 
the GTD and a whopping 166mpg for the GTE based on the 
same computer-controlled test regime. That translates into a 
carbon dioxide emission rating of just 39g/km which is cru¬ 
cially important as it’s the figure on which the government 
bases its VED and benefit in kind tax charges. 

So, as well as no road tax to pay, company car drivers 
swapping from a similar petrol-powered machine with, for 
example, 180g/km of C02, will find their tax liability falling 
from 31 per cent to just five per cent. 

Now it’s generally accepted that the phenomenal MPG 
figures quoted for hybrids are largely academic as the offi¬ 
cial test doesn’t replicate real world conditions. But on the 
first part of my own unscientific test it was set to ‘hybrid auto’ 
mode whereby the electric motor helps out the petrol en¬ 
gine, automatically and seamlessly. The result was that the 
trip meter was showing an average mpg in the high 60s and 
still climbing while progress was almost silent. 

On the second half I made what was, with hindsight, a 
mistake and switched to ‘recharge battery’ mode which cuts 
off electric assistance and means the petrol engine has to 
work harder. As a result, average economy dropped to a still 
acceptable mid 50s. 

Functions 

One of the four operating modes can be very easily 
controlled with just two finger strokes on the centre touch 
screen, which as usual also controls such functions as Sat- 
Nav, audio and driver information. 

The GTE starts in ‘E-Mode’, which given the torque char¬ 
acteristics of an electric motor ensures a quick getaway in 
any case. But there’s a second ‘GTE’ button in the centre 
console which sets the car alight, unleashing the full 204PS 
potential for a very rapid overtaking manoeuvre - no differ¬ 
ent to changing down a gear or two, which most of us would 
do unconsciously in such circumstances. Staying in GTE 
mode, though, does mean you’ll also rapidly sap your bat¬ 
tery power and that rather defeats the object. 

The GTE has a theoretical range of around 30 miles on 
electric power alone, which obviously stretches when it’s 
assisted by the petrol engine. 

The batteries can be recharged from any 13amp socket 
in around three hours 45 minutes, but you can cut that by 
90 minutes if you have dedicated wallbox fitted at home or 
work. VW also supplies a lead to match the increasing num¬ 
ber of fast chargers appearing at, for example, motorway 
services which cuts charging time still further. 

So, depending on your driving style and type of journey, it 
really is not beyond the realms of possibility that you could 
be using the GTE for, say commuting, while hardly ever hav¬ 
ing to trouble the oil companies. You can remotely manage 
the GTE’s charging from a smart phone app (provided you 
plugged the car in first, of course). 

Inside the GTE, the only really difference to its conven¬ 
tional counterparts is the driver display which shows bat¬ 
tery range, whether power is being used and the intensity of 
power regeneration. Probably the only reason that the GTE 
is marginally slower on the 0 to 62mph dash than the GTi/ 
GTD is the 120kgs of lithium batteries. But the battery pack 
is installed low down and in front of the rear axle so it doesn’t 
seem to affect the legendary roadholding and handling of its 
stablemates, at least on public roads. 

The GTE is fitted as standard with a specially developed 
version of the Audi/VW six-speed DSG dual clutch transmis¬ 
sion with the option of very quick manual changes using 
paddles behind the steering wheel. 

The GTE sets a new benchmark for its combination of 
performance and economy, and the hybrid’s launch makes 
it the only car to offer five different power sources - the oth¬ 
ers being petrol, diesel, pure electric and compressed nat¬ 
ural gas, although the latter hasn’t made it to these shores.
